COU-MBUS, Ohio, July C.—i'resi 


dent Ratchford, of »he United Mine 
Works, is greatly pleased with the 
progress of the present strike and 
regard the outlook a--; exceedingly 
bright. An encouraging report was 
received from the Pittsbnrg district 
this morning, which stated that, 
with the exception of the mine of 
the New York and Cleveland Was 
Coal company and one or two mines 
where the miners are under contract, 
all were ont. It. is stated that Dis- 
trict President Dolan, of the Pitts- 
burg, expects the miners employed 
by the New York and Cleveland Gas 
Coal company to join the suspension 
in a day or two. 


It is thought, that when the min- 


ers of the above mentioned company 
quit work it will have the effect of 
bringing the miners of the other 
one or two mines out, regardless of 
the contracts which they may be 
under. This will make the suspen- 
sion complete in the Pirtsburg dis- 
trict. The Pittsburg district is the 
only one that a- report lias yet 
been received from the national 
headquarters in this city. Nothing 
had been heard from West Virginia 
by the national officers this morn- 
ing, but a report was expected from 
that section some time during the 
day. 


In regard to legislation for the 


benefit of the miners and working 
men President Ratchford said: 


"National legislation looking to 


the establishment of a shorter eight 
hour work day and the enactment 
of a minimum wage law, as well as 
national arbitration for the settle- 
ment of future difficulties, may be 
expected. This, however, will de- 
pend upon ourselves. If our miners 
content themselves with their lot, 
if they are satisfied • to live in 
slavery, our national congress will 
offer but little objection. It is to be 
hoped every man in this country 
•will lay down his pick arid thereby 
do his part to bring about a better 
system for himself and his pos- 
terity. 


"In summing up the whole situa- 


tion I am well pleased and feel 
really confident of the outcome. 
Our miners have an opportunity at 
this time which they have never had 
before. They must take advantage 
of it. They may never have it 
again. 


"The press, the pulpit and tho 


people are almost united in their 
support. 
Offers of assistance have 


come from state and national unions. 
The labor league of Pennsylvania, 
which is a strong and powerful or- 
gnnization, at a meeting held in 
Pittsbnrg on Sunday last, resolved 
to sustain the miners and give them 
material aid, if it be required. With 
all of those influnces and many 
others that might- be enumerated 
the future of the mining industry 
will occupy a higher plane and at 
least the necessaries of life will be 
ensured to these dependent on that 
branch of industry. 


Mr. Brenholz, who manages the

DENOUNCES TRUSTS.

H.—Indepen- 


dence Day was celebrated here in 
the old-fashioned way, there being 
drills by the militia, speeches and 
the reading of tho declaration of in- 
dependence. Governor Mount made 
the principal address of the day at 
Garfield park, devoting considerable 
time to the burdens placed upon the 
people by corporations and trusts. 
In part he said: 


"Corporate greed secures from 


the people valuable franchises, then 
abuses the privileges and betrays 
the trust thus secured. Gas plants, 
water plants, street railways and 
numerous other corporations, inflate 
their stock, show large aipitaliwi 
tion and upon this watered stock 
demand the right to make unjust 
charges iu order to secure fair earn- 
ings on the capital. They have one 
value upon which to earn profits, 
but a f<*r different value upon which 
to be taxed."

Iw.v wanted to IM- one. In tho good 
old celebrations, picnics enthusing 
speeches on the glories of the coun- 
try—speeches in which the (visjlc 
was allowed to soar—readings ol 
the declaration of independence, big 
dinners and games constituted the 
programs. The people were highly 
pleased, and the day wo celebrate 
was looked forward to as the great 
ost of the whole ye-ar. But times 
liave changed since then, and the 
Fourth of today is less demonstra- 
tive of patriotism, although mon 
noisy. Nowadays an old fashioned 
Fourth of July celebration would 
draw few people of the cities, unless 
something extraordinary could 
presented as un attraction. In tiic 
old days tho celebrations were 
happy occasions, a meeting time for 
the jwople "from miles aroaml." 
They -were n custom, and a glorious 
one, from which tho iieople have 
grown. Although patriotism perme- 
ated every feature of the old Fourths 
the idea of entertainment was 
also partially responsible for tho un- 
usual interest manifest in them. Ho 
soon as the public appetite for enter- 
tainment; began to increase, interest 
in the old form of programmes de- 
creased. 
The jKitriotism did not 


•wane—it still lives—but it takes 
more-now to arouse ittlian formerly. 
As u people who have bec-oiue more 
used to independence, the "blisters 
caused by the yoke once worn have 
healed, and we are not so much dis- 
posed to grow enthusiastically pa- 
triotic at the recitation of tho glori- 
ous deeds of the forefathers. There 
are indications 
uo\v that the 


healthier and more stable patriotism 
is being bom; it would be un- 
pleasant to believe that there is any 
deterioration. 
The patriotism now 


is less excitable—it is more as a 
groat latent force that has its power 
In a devoted and united love of 
country. The idea that patriotism 
is dependent on hostility to foreign 
countries is wearing away. 
The 


struggle for independence is looked 
upon by all as the greatest event iu 
ttte nation's history, making it pos- 
iible for the country to become 'the 
greatest and the dearest of the whole 
world. The veneration and grati- 
tnde for what lias been done finds 
te expression in a spirit intensely 
American, yet not hostile or tin- 
friendly to-others, which last the 
whole year. The upbuilding of the 
republic, the devotion to its institu- 
tions, the Interest taken in its 
affairs, all bespeak a patriotism as 
grand as that found expressed in 
the good old days. 
The memories 


revived by the Fourth have not 
boen dimmed, they are as dear sis 
they ever -were, for all that is con- 
tained in theovent we cclebratft was 
the beginning of the nation's life, 
and that life is our strength and 
hope. There has Iwen no falling off 
in American patriotism, although 
there may have come a different 
method of showing it, yet who shall 
say the old way was the better'/— 
Lafayette Courier.

It 
MrttattUIKcttlt to see how such a su- 
psrstftion should have arisen, for 
tueehancos that an engineer will 
three timos survive tho perils of co,1- 
IMons and derailments, greater for 
him than for anyone else on A train, 
are manifestly close to the vanish- 
ing point.
